LOUD CHEERS GIVEN 
BRITISH LEADER 


Speaker Declares Hearers 
Can Judge For Selves 
On Achievements.

LONDON, May 25.—Loud 
cheers 
greeted Prime Minister Lloyd George 
when he entered the house of com­ 
mons today for a debate on the for­ 
eign 
policies 
of 
the 
government 
which is largely to have an important 
bearing upon his political future. 
The Genoa conference formed the 
text for the debate. 
Lloyd George 
said 
he purposed 
dealing only with the business of the 
Genoa gathering and did not intend 
to discuss German relations or Brit^ 
ish relations with France, an oppor­ 
tunity for discussion of which would 
be provided next week. 
The prime minister after reviewing 
the objects of the conference said 
that in regard to the question wheth­ 
er the conference had succeeded, he 
would simply state the fact fairly 
and let the members judge for them­ 
selves. 
Although peace had been establish­ 
ed in Europe it was quite clear, said 
Lloyd George 
that the war atmos­ 
phere to a certain extent remained# 
There were three alternatives in 
dealing with the Russian situation, 
Lloyd George pointed out. The first 
was force which had failed. No one 
had suggested that at Genoa. 
The 
second was to leave Russia to her 
fate. 
“But how,” he asked, “conld we in­ 
sure Europe against the risks this 
policy would involve.” 
Germany, said the premier, could 
not re-equip Russia 
economically, 
not having the capital but that was 
not the case with armaments, 
as 
there was every natural resource in 
one country and complete technical 
skill in the other. 
“The British delegation,” he said, 
“realized that it was necessary for 
the peace of the world, whatever 
was thought of the soviet govern­ 
ment, that some arrangement with 
Russia be made in order to enable 
her to help In swelling the volume- 
of trade on which so many millions 
depend and in order to give a sense 
of stability and security to Europe. 
In speaking of the possibility of 
the re-arming of Russia with Ger­

assistance, 
Prime 
Minister 
Lloyd George said In the House of 
Commons today, emphasizing 
each 
word. 
“I hope the occasion may never 
arise making it necessary to go back 
and refer to the warning I am utter­ 
ing.”

TRANSMISSION LINES 
TO MW%S DYNAMITED

Man ^merged Unharmed From Oven 1 
in Which Chicken and Bread 
Had Been Roasted. 


For a wager of $200 a man named 
Martines suffered himself to be practi­ 
cally baked alive some years ago in 
Paris in the presence of a number of 
scientists. He entered a huge oven, 
specially built, after it had been heat­ 
ed to a tem perature of 812 degrees 
Fahrenheit, or about 100 degrees hot­ 
ter than boiling water. 
Then the door was closed, and he 
was left alone for an hour, in company 
with an uncooked chicken and an un­ 
baked loaf of bread. Candles were 
also provided that he might have light

Martinez afterward repeated his per­ 
formance in Brussels, Milan and other 
cities, but there must have been some­ 
thing abnormal in his constitution, 
since, of several would-be emulators of 
his feat none succeeded In staying out 
the full hour, while two, at least, per­ 
ished miserably. 
Probably his success was due In part 
to the care he took to have every par­ 
ticle of moisture extracted from the 
oven before he entered it, since it is a 
well-known fact that hot, dry air does 
not so adversely affect a human being 
as hot, moist sir.—Detroit News.
